rebellion against instruction and pre- 
cept and preaching. He learns it he- 
cause be does no> want anybody else 
to cheat him and he is 'down' on 
tbe boy that does not play fair. And 
in tbe long run. because be is 'down* 
on tbe boy that does not play fair he 
will establish standards of contact 
which we must maintain In tbe com- 
munity and particularly in our great 
cities.
